Marvels of Oriental Thought and Splendour 


British Columbia’s whaling indus¬ 
try produces about 400 tons of whale 
bone meal and 900 tons of meat and 
blood for fertilizing purposes an¬ 
nually. This is exported mostly to 
the United States. 


According to G. F. Tomsett, super¬ 
intendent of the Saskatchewan 
Branch of the Employment Service 
of Canada, about 43,000 harvest 
hands were brought into Saskatch¬ 
ewan and distributed over the prov¬ 
ince to harvest and thresh the 1925 
crop. 


J. Stapleton, of Regina, ordered 
two springer spaniel puppies from a 
dog agent in Liverpool on October 
9th.
